The popularity of Camellias is not a new thing 
but has grown steadily through the years, com- 
mensurate with variety improvement and the 
impetus of commercial Camellia culture. 


This is as it should be, for Camellias are among 
the finest of evergreen shrubs for planting almost 
anywhere in the South. 


Sasanqua Camellias, in particular, are now 
enjoying a belated surge of consumer interest. 
This recognition of Sasanqua species is largely 
due to their amazing adaptability over wide and 
sometimes diverse growing areas. Hardiness and 
early blooming are also excellent reasons for their 
increasing favor. 


We maintain that Sasanquas can do much, 
with adequate and sustained backing, to further 
the position of Camellias wherever they may be 
grown—to Memphis, Tenn. and Charlotte, N. C. 
and even farther north along the Atlantic 
seaboard.

EREMOCHLOA OPHIUROIDES (Centipede Grass)

PRICES: Prices herein are for the Wholesale Trade 
only and cancel all previous Lists. They are based on 
current conditions and, therefore, subject to CHANGE

It is intended that orders placed at prices in this List 
shall consist of not less than five (5) plants of a class, as 
five Roses, five Oleanders, five Pecans, etc., regardless of 
varieties ordered to make up that five.

PACKING CHARGES: No charge will be made for 
packing small potted and bare-rooted stock or bulk car- 
lot and truckload shipments. Packing will be charged 
(per schedule on page 45) on tubbed specimens, balled 
and burlapped plants, and large bare-rooted plants. 


TERMS: Cash in full with order, 5% discount. This 
applies to plant orders only. To those of established credit, 
2% within ten days on plant orders only or net thirty 
days. Cash or satisfactory references are required of those 
not having established credit with us. 


RESERVE ORDERS: Reserve orders are accepted 
upon the condition that they shall be void should injury 
befall the stock before shipment from any cause not under 
our control. Stock held in our fields on reserve long enough 
to grow to larger grade will be billed accordingly at ship- 
ping time. 


On reserve orders for stock to be shipped at in- 
tervals or more than thirty days later, we require 25% 
advance payment. If booked and not reserved by 
cash payments, we are not responsible for any variety 
or size being on hand when stock is ordered shipped. 


GUARANTEE: We guarantee our stock to be well 
grown, true to name, properly packed and shipped accord- 
ing to instructions. In no case shall our liability be more 
than the original invoice value. There shall be no nursery 
stock sold under a guarantee to live, except with the under- 
standing that, if it dies, it will be replaced as soon as 
possible, at not less than 50% of purchase price. Claims 
for replacement must be made in writing within thirty 
days after receipt of plants. 


CLAIMS: If by any possibility an error or omission 
should be made, or some item should be found damaged 
upon unpacking, notify us within ten days after arrival 
of goods, or make immediate claim for damage to the 
transportation company if circumstances warrant it. 


SHIPPING INSTRUCTIONS: We ask our patrons to 
furnish complete shipping instructions with each order, 
as to both destination and mode of shipment. Otherwise, 
our best judgment will be used. 


DELIVERY BY OUR TRUCKS can be made without 
charge within a radius of 350 miles from Glen Saint Mary 
on loads totaling $300.00 or more for our smaller trucks 
and $500.00 on our big semi-trailer. In cases where bulk 
or weight limits the load to less than these minimums, our 
decision must determine what constitutes a free load. 
On deliveries beyond 350 miles, the overage only will be 
charged for at the rate of 25c per mile. 


SPLIT LOADS. It is often possible for us to deliver 
several orders on one load, the trucking cost, if any, being 
pro-rated according to weight.
